LONDON, May 8.—A dreadfnl tragedy oc- 
curred in Dublin Saturday evening. Lord 
Frederick Cavendish, the new Chief Secreta- 
ry, and Mr. Thomas Henry Burke, the Under- 
Secretary, were assassinated in Pha@nix Park. 
It appears that Burke walked from the castle 
tothe park gate, where he got onacar, and 
while driving through the park overtook Lord | 
Cavendish, who was on foot. Mr. Burke alight- | 
ed from the car and accomvaniedthe Chief 
Secretary. When within 100 yards of the Pho- 
nix monument 

THEY WERE ATTACKED BY FOUR MEN 
wearing slouch hats. Itis supposed that Mr. 
Burke was first assailed and stabbed through 
the heart. Lord Frederick Cavendish at- 
tempted to defend him, but he, too, was stab- 
bed by the assassins. They repeatedly ran 
their knives into the bodies of their victims, 
and having cut their throats they gotin a cab 
and drove rapidly from the park by the 
Chapelizod gate. Itis stated that some lads 
riding bicycles in the park saw the attack and 
the murder, which was the work of but a few 
minutes. Many people were within a few hun- 
dred yards of the scene ofthe assassination, 
but no one appears to have been near enough 
to interfere, and when the bodies were first 
found 

LORD CAVENDISH’S LIPS WERE MOVING, 

as if he were trying to speak, but he showed 
no further signs of consciousness. His arm 
was also broken, Burke received several stabs 
in theregion of the heartand his throat was 
cut almost completely across. His clothes 
were absolutely saturated with blood and the 
bemorrhage must have been tremendous. His 
clothes were alsotorn. His gloves nad been 
torn in many places, and his hands bore marks 
suggestive of a fierce encounter with nis 
assailants. Lord Cavendish dia not wear 
gioves. At the time of the dreadtul 
occurrence the park, as might be expected on 
a lovely evening, was crowded in mnuny places 
with people. Itis a remarkable fact, and one 
suggesting gnat the murderous Onslaught must 
have been short, terrible and decisive, that 
many persons sitting and walking within a few 
bundred yards of where the body was found 
heard nothing of the affair. The bodies were 
removed to the hospital and the inquest wus 
opened on Sunday. The jurv consisted of ven- 
tiemen. Afterthejury bad surveyed the bodies 
the Coroner stated that the cause of death was 
quite apparent, but that he would adjourn the 
inquest until Monday for formal evidence.

Blair’s Examination. . 
WASHINGTON, May -8.—The examination of 
Senator Blair was resumed to-day. Hoereto- 
fore he did not consider there was much im- 
portance attached to the question as to how

the United States was in any 
way corruptly interested in the affairs 
of the Peruvian company.

patriotic than Blaine’s management of the 
State Department. The affairs of the Peruvian 
Company, of course, failed for the time being, 
through the downfall of the Calderon Govern- 
ment; tor the time being the action of Chili in 
arresting Calderon caused the failure of the 
plans of the Peruvian Company.

The Clare Family HKstate.

His real 
fstate was sold by the Government of Jamaica 
for £29,000, converted into money, piaced in 
the wands of trustees, and deposited in the 
Bank of England.

The great diffi- 
culty in the case is that prior to 1803, eae 
Michael Benjamine Clare left Ireland, none of 
the family had any reason to suppose that any 
of their number would ever become wealthy, 
and they were not very particular about keep- 
ing their records of births, marriages and 
deaths. We are now trying to obtain evi- 
dences of such marriages, births and deaths 
of claimants. To that end we are tracing up 
the history of all the Clares we can find who 
came from County Carlow since 1803, by 
which means we hope to obtain the necessary 
records. It has been ascertained bevond 
doubt that the five persons mentioned are de- 
scendants of the John Clare, and will proba- 
biy succeed to the property, which is at pres- 
ent worth about £80,000.’ 

Mr. Walker said that the value of unclaim- 
ed estates in the hands of the Bank of Eag- 
land and the Eoglish Court of Chancery 
was about $6,000,000. The cost of establishing 
a ciaim before the Court of Chancery, he said, 
was about $10,000. 


OSCAR’S NEW CLOTHES. 


How the Esthetic Young Men of New 
York Are Expected to Dress. 
from the New York World. 


Mr. Oscar Wilde is coming back, like young 

Lochinvar, ‘‘outof the West,” like a giant 
refreshed. He has been so enthusiasticaily 
welcomed from Chicago to Leadville as the 
apostle of a new era that he intends to grap- 
ple with the great clothes question in Asien 
earnest. He has planned and furnished the 
drawingsto a great New York artist in tog- 
gery fortwo costumes not only “utterly ut- 
ter,’? but lovely and exhilarating beyond all 
modern comparison, in which, withina few 
days New York may expect to see him illu- 
minate our public places. Mr. Wirtz, the 
fortunate artist who has been intrusted with 
this commission was kind enough yesterday 
to giveareporter of the World the following 
— and instructive sketch of the coming 
garb. 
“Weil, I am making two suits for Mr. 
Wilde according to his order and drawings, 
one to be of black veivet and the other to he 
of the shace of a lake glistening in the moon- 
light. The shade is calied couleur du lac au 
clair de lalune.’’ This explanation seemed 
perfectly satisfactory, but rather general, and 
the artist was asked for details. These the 
artist gave. He said that there were two 
suits, one black and the other mouse color. 
The biack suit has a piain black velvet 
doublet fitting tight to the body, without any 
Visible buttons, after the style of Francis I., 
the lower part of the sleeves being of em- 
bossed velvet. with embroidered field flower 
designs, and fitting tightto the arm. The 
upper part of the arm is to be in large puffs 
of the same material, on!y ofa larger pattern, 
and the body of plain velvet. The sleeves are 
of two designs of brocaded velvet edged with 
a delicate rufile- of mousseline de soie. 
Around the neck is also a narrow frill in three 
rows of the same material as that which edges 
the sleeves. Tne breeches are to come to the 
knee andto be tight fitting, with two small 
buttons at the bottom. The stockings are to 
be of biack silk and the shoes cut low and se- 
cured with a silver buckle. It may be inter- 
esting to know that the following are the di- 
mensions ofthe costumesin inches. Trous- 
ers, 30 inches; bottom of doublet, 45% ; waist, 
38%, and breast, 36%. The puffs at the up- 
per part of the sleeves 31 inches, at the bot- 
tom 11 inches, the collar being 17 inches in 
size.

NEW YORK MUSIC. 


A Rough Criticism of the So-Called 
May Festivai. 
**Gatn’’ in the Cincinnaii Enquirer. 

Having been at the Cincinnati festivals two 
years, I can conscientiously say that there is 
not the least comparison in the musical pos- 
sibilities of the two places. The low notes, 
which are so distinct in Cincinnati, are lost to 
one-half the audience in New York. Theex- 
cessive distance in the New York Armory 
makes the eye sore, after a few minutes, to 
attempt to distinguish what is going on upon 
the stage, and even witha glass the features 
of the soio singers are imperfectly observed 
here. The New York audience seems to bein 
the main composed of country people from 
New England and the suburban towns of Jer- 
sey and Long Isiand. Music is an exotic in 
New York, faithfully worshipped by the Ger- 
mans mainly, The fashionable part of New 
York entirely lacks that public spirit which 
shows in person in a popular effort like the 
present. There being no opportunity for 
costly dressing, a sortof public school au- 
dience takes possession of the house, and I 
should judge that a good many hundred 
tickets are given away. Stopping at the 
Windsor Hotel yesterday afternoon, on my 
way tothe hail, I heard a young man offer 
two tickets to one of the hotel emploves, who 
declined them without much thanks. 

At the first afternoon concert there were 
no charms whatever, and the orchestra reci- 
tation was painfully long. Schubert’s sym- 
phony in C took nearly an hour, and was well 
rendered, but Isaw languid faces on every 
side.

Such was the artistic impression the May 
Festival had made onthe average citizen of 
New York. 

I may say that music does not flourish 
here exceptin private societies. Two rather 
costly music halis have been built in New 
York—one in Fourteenth street and the other 
at Fortieth street. The first, to the head of 
which was called a well known leader from 
Berlin, failed afterafew nights to attracta 
respectable audience, and itwas given over 
to Gilmour’s brass band, and finaily to a fe- 
male orchestra, like the Bowery lager beer 
saloons, and it is at her peril that a lady now 
attends it atall. The other concert saloon 
was opened under the patronage and bv the 
money of the richer Germans and Hebrews 
in New York, like the Seligmans. It was 
soon found to getavery unreliable support, 
and finalty it was leased to Abbey and Gil- 
mour, theatrical men, who tried light opera 
in it and haye at last surrendered it, acknowl- 
edging that they had made a failure. 

There is a good deal of music in New York, 
however, in the editorial columns of the 
newspapers, where some metropolitan who 
has in a few years come from Albany, Califor- 
nia, New Haven or New Jersey, expresses his 
sublime scorn of music in the Western States, 
and intimates that it is rather preposterous 
to blow a horn except for fish anywhere off 
Broadway,New York.The most obstinate met- 
ropolitans have not yet got the hay-seed out of 
their hair. The best orchestra in New York 
is heard in New street, just below Wall, be- 
trveen the hours of 10 and 3, when the Stock 
Exchange is in full blast, and every nation 
may be seen crying “old clothes’’ at once,and 
putting off bouds on credulous mankind. 


A Brave Young Insurgent. 
From the New York Tribune. 

Recently a body of troops employed fn the 
disturbed provinces of Austria were fired on 
by aninsurgent who was speedily captured. 
A day was set for a court-martial and an 
aged Mahometan priest was engaged to min- 
ister consolation to the prisoner.

According to his statements, the logical con- 
sequence of possessing a rifle wasto use it, 
and as he knew his father was in the 
ranks of the insurgents, he considered it his 
duty to fire at the soldiers when the opportu- 
nity came. It was a strange contrast to wit- 
ness the composure of the boy and the terri- 
ble excitement of the old Mahometan priest, 
with hia long, snowy-white beard. He smoked 
cicarette after cigarette as a means of master- 
ing bis feelings, and seemed ready to burst 
into tears if harm came to the boy. After a 
consultation, which lasted an hour and a half, 
the members of the Martial Court came for- 
ward to pronounce sentence. Ry nine votes 
out of ten he was found not guilty, and ac- 
quitted, but the words that restored h:m to 
life did not move him in any way. His man- 
ner was as quiet and composed asit would 
certainly have been had he been sentenced 
to death.’’

REGAL RELICS. 


The Storehouse of the Hohenzollerns 
at Berlin. 
Cor. of the Chicago Times. 

The Monbijon Palace, now used as the 
Hohenzoliern Museum, is filled with the 
debris of the life of Frederick the Great and 
his race, from the shoebuckel his father swal- 
lowed as a youngster, but did not find hurt- 
ful to his royal digestion, down to the horse 
whichthe present Emperor rode in 1866 at 
Sadowa, said horse now standing stuffed ard 
arrayed in martial trappings, with his duly 
certified pedigree through Black Hamble- 
tonian lying at his feet. There (in Monbijon 
Palace) the curious in such things can see 
Frederick’s baby nightdress and baby car- 
riage, the flute he so loved to play 
upon in the evenings of his busy 
days, the manuscript of the poems he wrote 
and the music he composed; his snuff-boxes, 
his swords, his military dressing-cases, his 
cocked hat, and the chair in which he died. 
There, too, arranged in long cases in the 
various rooms, are wedding and ball robes 
worn by the women of this roya],now im- 
perial, house, and presents of embroidery or 
painting done by some little princely fingers 
for a royal mamma’s or papa’s birthday, gifts 
of congratulation upon a royal silver wed- 
ding, the very glasses out of which a royal 
pair drank for the first time after their mar- 
riage—kept sacred from common use forever 
after. ln short, there is such a coilection of 
odds and ends from these royai lives as would 
require weeks for enumeration and descrip- 
tion, though many of the articies have little 
intrinsic or artistic value. 

1 have said that this museum at Monbijon 
Palace is oneof purely personal mementos 
of the Hohenzollern race. Strolling through 
the rooms we came upon one object which at. 
first thought seemed to be an exception to 
this rule. It was the identical tabie upon 
which Napolen III. signed the declaration of 
war against Prussia in 1870, and from which 
he rose to lead the French army forth with 
the war cry, “On to Berlin;” not getting 
there, as we all know, but stoppipe some 
distance short—for reasons. Upon first see- 
ing this table I queried, why here? Surely 
this is of National significance and shouid be 
in a museum of national history, not in one 
of personal reminiscence. Just then a group 
of people, evidently sight-seers from the 
country, passed by, and after reading the 
notice upon the table, one of them, an odd, 
hard-looking old fellow, said to a companion 
with a roguish twinkle in his eye: “The old

THE IRISH ASSASSINATION. 

To appeciate the full significance and fore- 
shadow the probable effects of the terrible 
deed committed in Dublin, the political sit- 
uation in Ireland immediately before its com- 
mission must be understood. The Land 
League party had won a elear and clean vic- 
tory in the unequivocal backdown of the 
Government. Not only had it been officialiy 
ennounced that the Coercion Act would be al- 
lowed to expire by limitation in September, 
but meanwhile its operation was practically 
suspended. In other words, the Government 
frankly confessed coercion a failure and de- 
clared that hereafter its policy would be one 
of conciliation and concession, pure and sim- 
ple. In pursuance of that policy Mr. PaR- 
NELL and his companions were uncondition- 
ally released from prison, as were all the 
suspects except those known to be directly 
connected with criminal outrages. The exact 
character of the new measures to be proposed 
in Parliament is of course unknown, but 
there are the best reasons for believing they 
would have gone much further in the direc- 
tion already indicated by the land act, and sat- 
isfied all the just demands of the Irish tenants 
and their representatives. Indeed, there is no 
doubt that these measures would have in- 
volved deep and widespread reforms; such 
reforms as never had been attempted before, 
and which promised to redress the most sub- 
stantial Irish grievances, save the chronic one 
of political. connection with Engiand. It is 
useles# now to speculate upon the chances of 
securing this legislation, in view of the deter- 
mined opposition of the entire landlord class 
in both countries, the growing disaffection 
among the Liberals, and the assured antago- 
nism of the Tories, but that Mr. GLADSTONE 
had finally and firmly resolved to stake the 
fortunes of his party and his own position as 
head of the government upon a last and des- 
perate effort to gain by the olive branch what 
the sword had so long failed to win, admits of 
no question. The retirement of Earl COWPER 
from the Lord Lieutenancy, and of Mr. Fors- 
TER from the Chief Secretaryship, and the 
selection of successors more disposed to con- 
ciliate and concede, is proof positive on this 
point. The appointment of Lord FREDERICK 
CAVENDISH to FORSTER’S place was accepted 
as a guaranty of complete change of methods 
in the administration of Irish affairs, as he 
was known to be the intimate personal friend 
of GLADSTONE and in “full sympathy 
with him in the new departure. Such 
change had been -simi-oflicially pro- 
claimed and would have been inaugurat- 
ed pending the action of Parliament. 

At the very moment, therefore, when Ire- 
land’s prospects were brighter than at any 
previous period in five hundred years, and 
when, to all human appearance, the last and 
heaviest of the burdens which have crushed 
her was about to be lifted, a »low was struck 
which paralyzes the arm stretched forth for 
her salvation. The worst enemies of Ireland, 
had they taxed their combined energies for the 
task, could not have dope her more deadly 
harm than have these cowardly and brutai 
assassins, who probably consider themselves 
the champions of their country’s cause. The 
two victims had done nothing to deserve their 
horrible fate. Chief Secretary CAVENDISH 
had just arrived at his post. and had not per- 
formed his first official act, while Under-Sec- 
retary BURKE,an Irishman anda Catholic,was 
no more objectionable to his people than any 
Government agent there must be. The mo- 
tive ofthe murderers is inconceivable. It could 
not have been private vengeance, and, suppos- 
ing them possessed of an ordinary amount 
of sense, they must have known the inevitable 
and incalculable damage to Irish interests 
resulting from the deed. Whoever they are 
they deserve, and should receive the curses 
of every son, daughter and friend of Ire- 
land. 

It is too soon yet to predict the ultimate 
consequences of this combination of fatal 
blunder and awful crime. English wrath 
rises slowly, but, once risen, burns long and 
fiercely. Mr. PARNELL and- his colleagues 
and the representatives and organs of the 
Land League on both sides of the ocean have 
promptly taken the only proper course by de- 
nouncing in strongest possible language the 
butehery and the butchers, They could not 
have done less, and for the present at least 
cannot do more. It remains to be seen 
whether their action, earnest and heartfelt 
as we believe 1i to be, will have the desired 
effect upon English public opinion; that 
opinion which, when fairly in motion, makes 
and unmakes Parliaments, sets up and pulls 
down ministers, and dictates’ terms to the 
throne itself. It remains to be seen whether 
the Tory minority in the House of Commons 
will, for the accomplishment of par- 
tisan purposes. pour oil upon the flame 
of popular fury, thereby become a ma- 


jority and drive the Liberals from 
power. Premier GLADSTONE, giant that 
he is, will do everything possible 


to meet the tremendous emergency so unex- 
pectedly forced upon him; but the question 
is whether the most and best he ean do will 
stem the swelling tide—retaio bis supremacy 
in Parliament and save Ireland from the Tory 
and lash.

A great deal, we think, depends upon the 
attitude assumed by our own Irish citizens. 
As far as heard from, their condemnation has 
been unanimous, but it should be made as 
sweeping and emphatic as possible, and put 
in such formal shape as will reach the Kaog- 
lish press and people. And whatever is done 
in the matter should be done atonce. Delay 
will ke misconstrued by those who are to be 
influenced in the right direction by these ex- 
pressions of Irish-American sentiment. 


THE DIVORCE BUSINESS. 

If it be true that the family is the founda- 
tion of the State, and that anything which 
tends to demoralize and weaken the domestic 
relations must sooner or later do serious, if 
not irreparable, damage to the political struc- 
ture, then we are certainly in a very bad way. 
Divorces are increasing and multiplying at a 
rapid rate, so that what was, twenty or thirty 
years ago, a comparatively rare exception 
promises soon to become the rule. If to the 
divorces which get prominently into print are 
added those which escape public attention, 
and the separations, temporary or perma- 
nent, Known only to the parties themselves 
and a smail circle of relatives and friends, 
the percentage of broken marriages is alarm- 
ingly large. In fact, they are so much an 
every-day occurrence that, unless accom- 
panied by some peculiarly sensational feat- 
ures, the dissolution of matrimonial partner- 
ship scarcely attracts a passing notice. It is 


accepted, if not as a matter of course, as | 


something so common as not to deserve 
remark. A gentleman of our city re- 
cently ordered a birthday bouquet for his 
wife. The florist on receiving the address 
said: “‘Itis the same lady, then?’’ ‘Yes,’ 
was the reply; “why should you think oth- 
erwise?’? “Well, sir, there are so many di- 
vorces, separations and the like nowadays 
that, to ayoid mistakes, we have to inquire. 
I knew that lady was your wife a year ago, 
but did aot know for certain whether or not 
she was now.’’ This conversation, not in 
jest, butin downright business earnest, car- 
ries its own comment. 

If this greatand growing evil affected nobody 
but the individuals immediately concerned 
jt would still be an ominous sign of the 
times, but when its pernicious influences 
spread far and wide, poisoning the social at- 
mosphere and undermining the social fabric,its 
significance can hardly be exaggerated. His- 
torians tell us that five centuries glapsed be- 
fore the tirst divorce occurred in Rome, and 
we know from the same authority that just 
in proportion to the increase of divorce was 
the decay of the Roman commonwealth, until 
at last marriage among the upper classes be- 
came so unfashionable that AUGUSTUS, the 
first Emperor, offered premiums to encourage 
legitimate alliances. We think statistics will 
show more broken marriages in the United 
States than in any other civilized country of 


equal population, and this unfortunate pre-, 


eminence, when the inevitable consequences 
resulting therefrom are duly considered, is 
not pleasant to contemplate. We could much 
better afford to be inferior to our neighbors 
in anything else thanto excel them in the 
quantity of domestic dry-rot. That there 
must be some cause for this progress in the 
wrong direction, is evident. What that cause, 
or combination of causes, is, cannot easily be 
determined. Unquestionably the facility with 
which divorces can be obtained here, and the 
small loss of personal reputation they in- 
volve, have much to do with it; but an un- 
healthy condition of society, and abandon- 
ment of the fundamental principles of duty 
and decency, have much more. We have 
outgrown the old-fashioned notions of our 
fathers and mothers. Our views of life, and 
the obligations pertaining thereto, are rad- 
ically different from theirs—and the differ- 
ence is not in our favor. National growth has 
begotten national laxity of morals; a lowering 
of the standard of public and private charac- 
ter; adisregard of such homely virtues as 
truth, honesty and purity; a morbid appetite 
for excitement and change; a mad worship of 
money and the things which money brings; a 
creed which assumes that the end, if desir- 
able, justifies the means, and that the most 
desirable of all ends is self-gratification, 
From soil thus fertilized it is no wonder 
that weeds spring, and of these none is more 
noxious, more perilous, than the one we have 
discussed. Pious patriots and vice-hating 
reformers, now clamoring for the immediate 
and unrelenting suppression of Mormon 
polygamy, might, with profit to themselves 
aud the community, concentrate their effcrts 
upon the practical polygamy going on at 
home under sanction ofall branches of the 
State, and most branches of the Church.

Exchange, on the recent opening of the new 
building, Gov. HUBBARD, addressing himself 
to the business men of St. Louis, said: ‘It is 
time you should become manufacturers of 
cotton goods as well as shippers of cotton.” 
Gov. HUBBARD deserves thanks for thus 
directing attention to this important feature 
of the cotton trade of St. Louis, for the 
manufacture of cotton goods in St. Louls 
can be made a most profitable interest, Our 
capitalists and real estate owners seem to be 
“waiting for something to turn up.’’ With 
advantages possessed by few and surpassed 
by none,and with experiences that demon- 
strate success presented to them every day, 
they stili stand, and, with their hands on 
their pockets, gravely ask, “Will it pay?” 


Scarcely a week passes that we 
are not treated by the observant press of 
our city to glowing statements of the suc- 
cesses of cotton mills in South Carolina, 
Georgia, Mississippi, etc. Only last week we 
read an extract fromthe statement of a mili 
at Graniteville, South Carolina, which shows 3 
net profit of 30 per cent per annum. And yet 
the spirit of enterprise that inspires such 
papers as ‘“‘the Old Reliable’? and **the 
Great Religious Daily” has never suggested 
totkese journals the idea that possibly cot- 
ton mills in St. Louis might be made topay. 
As stated by Gov. HUBBARD, we have cheap 
cotton, cheap coal, cheap labor, and a market 
at the very doors of the factory for every bale 
and box of goods, of whatever varietv and 
quality we may choose to make, no expense 
for transportation and retransportation, not 
even the commission for selling the goods. 
We see cotton taken every day from St. Louis 
and carried to the New England States, at an 
expense of not less than one cent per pound, 
there made into cloth, sent to New York or 


Boston, and with the expenses of 
freightage, cartage, insurance, commis- 
sions, profit, etc, added, sold to 


the merchants of our own city and of the 
West, The expense of transportation alone 
would make a handsome profit for a cotton 
millin St. Louis. Besides, also, there are 
thousands of women and childrenin St. Louis 
whose husbands and fathers are employed in 
iron and other heavy industries, who, need 
remunerative employment and who ought to 
have it furnished them, not only for their 
own but for the generalj moral and material 
interest of our city. There need be no hesita- 
tion in this matter on account of lack of efli- 
ecient and educated managers for the various 
departments in a large or small mill. Plenty 
of faithful and competent men can be ob- 
tained who would gladly take hold of such an 
enterprise, and that, too,with their salaries 
contingent on the success of the undertaking. 
Will not some one or more of our citizens 
take hold of this thing now and push it to a 
successful issue?

It 
is DE WITT TALMAGE, the mouthing blather- 
skite who gives oratorical and acrobatic ex- 
hibitions in a Brooklyn Jabbernicle or Joas- 
house every Sunday, in the name of religion.

A DIAMOND BODGE, 


Warrant for the Arrest of Mr. A. Jolivet fer 
Obtaining Gems Fraudulently. 


On Saturday afternoon last Mr. Raymond 
Gregg, the diamond dealer, leaving his place 
of business in the Insurance Building, corner 
of Sixth and Locust streets, visited the office 
of Bernard Dierkes, Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney of the Court ot Criminal Correction, 
and requested that a warrant be sworn out 
against A. Jolivet, a diamond-setter, 


on Olive street, between Seventh and 
Eighth streets, for obtaining goods from him 
under false pretenses. The story told by Gregg 
was sufficient to issue the warrant, as request- 
ed. It appears from Gregg’s statement that 
about two weeks ago Jolivet went to the store 
of the former and told him that he had re- 
ceived an order for three diamonds froma 
man living in Logansport, Ind. He did 
not bave them himseif, as the stones desireq 
were of considerable value, approximating 
$1,200. He said the stones were to be sent to 
Logansport by express and were to be ex- 
amined by the intended purchaser before the 
saie was consummated. Ifithey were satisfac- 
tory the money was to be sent to Gregg for 
them. Upon these representations the dia- 
mons were produced and Jolivet allowed te 
make a selection of three valuable gems. He 
took them, promising to forward them im- 
mediately to tbe man in Logansport, whose 
name he had given. Gregg suspected nothing 
for a time, expecting to either hear fro bis 
property or receive the money in payment. A 
week elapsed, at the end of which he called on 
Jolivet and asked him whether he had heard 
anything from Logansport. The latter an- 
swered ratber eva ively, but finally said the 
diamonds had been taken to Cincinnatf 
to have them compared with others in order to 
get at their proper value. Foratime Gregg 
was satisfied, but last week, on Thursday or 
Friday, he determined to find out for himself 
the whereabouts of his property. Accordingly 
he telegraphed to the adaress given him ia 
Indiana, and on Saturday the man responded 
in person by coming to St. Louis. Hesaid that 
he had never given Jolivet any such order 
as had been stated by him and 
no diamonds had been received 
by him. He further said that he had sent some 
diamonds to Jolivet for him to reset, and that 
it wasonly after repeated demands for them 
that he had been able to recover his property. 
Gregg preg ge outthe warrant, as 
stated, against Jolivet, charging him with ob- 


taining goods under false pretenses. From 
the statements made by Gregg 
and the gentleman from Indiana, 
whose name can not be learned, 


Jolivet, it is said, has been in the habit lately 
of going to different firms and by various 
representations securing valuable diamonds 
which, it seems, he hypothecates for compara- 
tively small sumsofof money. The Indiana 
man is under the impression that Jolivet. 
when pressed by him for the dtamonds he had 
sent to be reset, went to Gregg and got the 
thrée stones, and pawning them was able to 
send him his, which he thinks were in pawn. 

Jolivet is quite well known and is said to he 
very well connected in this city. An endeavor 
has been made to suppress the matter and 
make a settlement without proceeding tosum- 
mary measures. The warrant is in the hands 
of a deputy sheriff, who will probably get 
service to-day.

THE COLUMBIA’S CREDITOBS. 


Death Claims Take No Preference of Run- 
ning Policies—Fat Fees. 


Judge Thayer rendered to-day decisions in 
various matters pertaining to the distribution 
of the Columbia Life Insurance salvage. The 


court rules, first,in distributing that portion of 
the special deposit fund of the St. Louis Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, whicn is to be di- 
vided among the policy-holders of the mutual 
estate who have proven their claims before 
Referee Thos. C. Reynolds of the Columbia. 
In cases where the death occurredjafter Febru- 
ary li, 13877, and prior to October 
lj, 1877, claimants are not 
entitled to share as dexth claimants, but 
snould be treated as claimants on ‘‘runnip 
policies,’’ and their claims should be value 
as of February 17,1877. The special deposit 
never passed tothe Columbia, but remained 
the property of the St. Louis 
Mutual, and the rights of all 
claimants in the special deposit became 
fixed in February,l877, when the company dis- 
solved. The court deems it the better rule to 
Value all claims asof the day of dissolution 
of the corporation, and to exclude 
from consideration all subsequent events. 
Theinsurance contractends onthe day the 
company is dissolved; the risk is not carried 
beyond that day. The company owes the 
policy-holder the reserve on the policy at the 
date ot dissolution. In distributing the 
Columbia’s general assets the policy-holders 
as above will be treated as death claimants. 
Judge Thayer disposes negatively of the 
question whether death clatmants of the Col- 
uumbia are entitled to priority of payment over 
claimants on running policies. He holds that 


each claimant should accept his pro 
rata ot what remains and there 
should be no preference tor 


death claimants. In most cases it is found 
that the death claimant has not lived out his 
expectancy and has not paid in all the install- 
ments he wasexpected to pay when he became 
insured, while the holder of a running poiicy 
has, up to the date of insolvency, satisfied the 
expectation upon which the contract was 
based. 

The court makes allowance to Referee Thos. 
C. Reynolas, of the Columbia, on account of 
Claims audited and services rendered to poli- 
cy-holders of the St. Louis Mutual,in the 
sum of $1,870. This is to be paid out of the 
Mutual’s special deposit. Referee Reynolds 
demanded $2,315.

THE SKELETON OF SCANDAL. 


How It Lurks Around the Valle- 
Picton Suit. 


A Family Feud Which Culminated in 
the Courts. 


Story of Miss Zoe Valle’s Courtship, 
Matrimony and Divorces. 


The Remarkable Allegations of Mr. John 
R. Picton—The Husband Con- 
victed of Felony and Par- 
doned—A Strange 
Story. 


The case of Valle vs. Picton, which is occu 
Ppying so much attention in the courts, isa 
good example of what a bitter fight can grow 
out of a family quarrel. The wrangle 
is full of bitter recriminations. 
The allegations upon either side haye been 
made with the utmost freedom, and the 
answer of Mr. Picton filed a couple of weeks 
ago in defense of a suit for about $27,000 
brought by his mother in law, Isabella H. 
Valle, wasone of the most startling revela- 
tions to St. Louis society. All parties tothe 
suit are well known in this city. 
Zoe Valle, who married John R. Pieton, 
is a daughter of the late Jules II. Valle, of the 
firm of Chouteau, Harrison & Valie. The girl 
atthe time of hermarriage was an acknowl 
edged belle, sprightly, piquant and noted for 
her wit and dash in conversation.

Onthe2d day of January, TS74, John R. 
Picton waiccnvicted of the offense of nsing 
forged warehouse receipts in the St. Leuis 
Criminal Court.

MAIL FACILITIES. 
A Scheme to Increase Postal De- 
livery in the Northwest, 


———— 


A Plan Which Will Greatly Benefit the 
City and Southwest. 


The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Rail- 
road Company announce that commencing to- 
morrow night they will run a daily evening 
trainfrom St. Louis to St. Paul for the 
accommodation of their summer busi- 
ness. The regular morning train 
will leave the Union Depot} as hereto- 
fore. The night train wili leave St. Louis at 
7:35 p. m. and arrive at St. Paul at 8:17 p.m. 
the following evening, making direct connec. 
tion with Rock Island, Moline, Savannah, 
Sabula, Dubuque, McGregor, Prairie du Chien, 


Winona, Rea Wing and Hastings. At 8t. Paul 
the train will make direct connection 
with trains on the St. Paul and Duluth 


tallroad for Duluth and the Lake Superior and 


with the Northern Pacific Ratlroad for More- 
head, Fargo, Bismarck and all Montana 
points, and with the St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Manitoba Railroadtor Minnetonka, Win- 
ipeg, St. Vincent and the Manito- 
ba country, and with trains of 
the Canadian Pacitic Railroad. The managers 
of the company state thatthey wil keep this 
train on permanently in case they can secure 
a double railway post-office service daily. As 
at present organized, 
THE MAIL SERVICE 

on this {mportant railroad consists of a single 
daily post ofice service on the morning train 
and the bagzage car service on the regular 
hight train. The difference between the two 
services may be thus stated: Mails carried 
in baggage cars are placed in poucaes, which 
are distuibuted by the baggage master. Mails 
forwarded by thes railway post- 
oflice service are in charge of 
a mf! agent, who distributes 
the mailin transit and delivers it at the near- 
est connecting office for points connected 
with the ottice. To appreciate the advantages 
ofthe latter over the former system a slight 
instance may be mentioned: A _ pouch 
of mall matter carried in the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy train, and 
intended for Peoria, lll., is tossed off the car 
ut Bushnell. Incase the train is on time and 
makes proper connections the mail will 
reach Peoria on time. Shoulda the 
train, from any cause the fail to make connec- 


handed out at Bushnell where it 
would be detained until the arrival of the next 
Peoria train. Mail for Peoria’ carried 
by a reguar mail agent, however 
would,in case of such delay, be carried to 
Monmouth, or some other point, thence for- 
warded to Peoria by trains from Monmouth. 
In one word the baggage car system is the 
crude idea, while 
THE RAILWAY POST OFFICE SYSTEM 

isthe perfected development o1 the same idea. 
Should the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
succeed in securing the perfected system, the 
resuit would be clearly beneficial t6 the bnsi- 
ness interests of St. Louis and 
the entire Southern and Southwestern 
country that is tributary to it. At present 
a large portion of the mail intended for Mtn- 
nesota and lowa is sent around by way of Uhi- 


cago, for the simple reaso6n that every 
important railroad running out of 
Chicago is favored with a double 
daily Post-office inail service, while only a 


few of the St. Louis noads are similarly favor- 
eda. Tae following are the names of the rail-
